A very Interesting letter, written 
on March 14, 1853, was received 
this week at the Antioch News from 
James M/Bigelow, 2031 E. Fern- 
wood Ave., Milwaukee. Mr. Bige- 
low's letter is reproduced below: 

Milwaukee, Wis. 
Feb. 27,1953 
Editor, Antioch News, 

Antioch, Illinois 
Dear Mr. Editor, 

I came across an old letter in my 
collection which I though might 
perhaps be of some Interest to you. 
It is not a remarkable letter except 
that It was written by a youth of 
your section of Lake County to his 
uncle in Pennsylvania just a hun- 
dred years ago. 

It was posted at Ft. Hill, which 
I was able to locate on a 1837 map 
of Illinois, but was written at York- 
ville, likely a crossroad "corners" 
nearby. ■ > 

The letter is written in ink on 
yellow paper with pale blue lines, 
about 10 x 15 inches In size, folded 
to about 3x5, had been sealed with 
wax, addressed on the front side, a 
regular "folded letter" of that day. 
No postage stamp was used, prob- 
ably not available, also not required 
at that time. 

The address appears as follows, 
letter for letter:

Charles Kennedy

The postmaster wrote in the "Ft

The cover Is a plastic product of 
coal oil. 

Another product to be manufac- 
tured in the millions will be 
steering wheel covers. 

A giant machine operated by one 
woman does the quilting of the ma- 
terial. Nylon thread Is used which 
stretches the same as the material 
sewed gripping the steering wheel. 

For winter driving there are cov- 
ers of frieze and for summer driv- 
ing as well as winter the quilted 
material. A big $8,000 cutting ma- 
chine slices hundreds of strips of 
material at one time. 

The women at the sewing ma- 
chines do the binding. 

The factory soon will start work 
on the making of 40,000 bird cage 
covers and 100,000 seed guards for 
cages. These will be made of 
brightly colored plastic materials 
and will be marketed through the 
Hartz Mountain Products, Inc.

A very interesting letter, written 
on March 14, 1853, was received 
this week at the Antioch News from 
James M. Bigelow, 2031 E. Fern- 
wood Ave,, Milwaukee. Mr. Blge- 
low's letter Is reproduced below; 

Milwaukee, Wis. 
Feb. 27, 1953 
Editor, Antioch News, 

Antioch, Illinois 
Dear Mr. Editor, 

I came across an old letter in my 
collection which I though might 
perhaps be of some interest to you. 
It is not a remarkable letter except 
that It was written by a youth of 
your section of Lake County to his 
uncle In Pennsylvania just a hun- 
dred years ago. 

It was posted at Ft. Hill, which 
I was able to locate on a 1837 map 
of Illinois, but was written at York- 
vllle, likely a crossroad "corners" 
nearby. •

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Hijacking the States 

The efforts of politicians In Washington to des- 
troy states rights have become increasingly brazen 
In the past decade. j& 

The recent political play to rob the states of 
their tldelflnds capped the climax. Almost the Inst 
act of Mr. Truman was an attempt to reverse the 
action of Congress, by issuing an executive order set- 
ting aside the tidolands-oil areas as a naval reserve.' 

If one president is allowed to hijack states ot 

their oil lands for tho federal government, why can't 

another president hijack their timber lands, wheat 

lands, coal lands or anything else which "he" deems 

. essential for federal reserves? 

The excuse for such undemocratic action always 
Is that some big, bad corporations want to rob the 
helpless states, so the federal government should 
rob them first. To swallow such baloney one has to 
accept the theory that "the king can do no wrong." 

As a matter of fact and record, the states can deal 
with corporations to which they lease lands, but they 
can't even moke leases when their lands are placed 
in federal reserves. Their tax revenues are des- 
troyed and development too often stops. 

The enormous quantities of oil products which 
this nation needs have always been and are being 
supplied by a highly progressive and competitive 
industry, and it would stilt have to supply our gaso- 
line and oil whoever owned tho tidelands. For de- 
fense purposes the government would always have 
first call. Then why rob the states of their natural 
resources? That would not increase the oil supply 
by one gallon— it would probably decrease it by 

red tape and killing incentive to produce. 

• • ■ 

Off to a Good Start 

This is a mechanized a go. 

We see the evidence of that fact every where — 
in our homes and businesses, in the great cities and 
the small towns. And nowhere has the machine ef- 
fected a swifter or more dramatic revolution than 
on the American farm. 

Today, it is estimated, our farmers are using 
more than $12,500,000,000 worth of machinery — trac- 
tors, corn pickers, combines, hay balers and so on 



down the long list. These mechanical marvels per- 
form basic farm'tasks far more cheaply, far more 
swirtly, and far more efficiently than Is possible with 
human or animal labor. They have, been one of the 
biggest factors In increasing the farm income — and 
In making It possible for o small percentage of the 
population to provide ample farm products for all' the 
rest of us, with heavy, quantities left over for export 
to less fortunate lands. 

This represents tremendous progress. But it Is 
not the end of the story. In agriculture, the mechan- 
ized age Is still far from maturity. 
" An authority on farm management has 'stated 
that the average American farmer, is actually work- 
ing for less .than one, dollar an hour. Commenting 
on that fact, the president of an organization which 
markets farm equipment nationally said, "There can 
be only one explanation for this. It Is- simply, that 
not enough tools. have been provided for the Ameri- 
can Farmer, Power has not yet been applied 1 , to 
enough of the jobs that make up the complex busi- 
ness' of farming. The average farmer still docs 60 
per cent of his work without benefit of any "power 
ether than his own muscles." 

The machine has been a boon to 'agriculture. 
What is 'needed now is still more machines, . 'still 
more mechanization, still greater gains in produc- 
tivity and efficiency.

Judas stayed one, but Peter 
changed. That lets us In to the 
secret of why Jesus chose these 
particular men. It -was not for what" 
they were at the time, not for any- 
thing they had accomplished, but 
lor whal he could do with them, 
that Jesus chose theai -men. He 
selected them for a particular rea- 
son: that they should go out ond tell 
other men about him. To be ready 
In do this, they were to spend some 
time in close contact with him. 
When these men went out to speak 
for Jesus and the Kingdom. of God 
they knew what they were talking 
about .... end they were differ- 
ent men. All but Judas, who missed 
his life's great chance. For these 
other men had let Christ have h> 
way with them. That la what the 
Church la and ought to be : the 
. community of men and women who 
■re being transformed, by Christ, 
for service In his name. ,

AN ORDINANCE authorizing 
the Improvement and extension 
of the combined waterworks 
and sewerage system of the Vil- 
lage or Ant loch, Lake County, 
Illinois, and providing for the 
issue of $45,000 Waterworks and 
Sewerage Revenue Bonds of 
said Village for the purpose of 
defraying the cost of construct- 
ing such Improvements and ex- 
tensions, prescribing 'all details 
of said bonds, and providing 
for the collection, segregation 
and distribution of the rev- 
enues Of the combined water- 
works and sewerage system of 
said Village for the purpose of 
paying the cost of the opera- 
tion and maintenance thereof, 
providing an adequate depreci- 
ation fund therefor, and paying 
, the principal and Interest of 
said Waterworks and Sewer- 
age Revenue Bonds. 
WHEREAS, the Village of Anti- 
och, Lake County Illinois, has here- 
tofore by ordinance provided for 
the combination of Its municipally 
owned waterworks system and sew- 
erage system and the issuance of 
Waterworks and Sewerage Revenue 
Bonds In the principal amount of 
$32,000 for the purpose of paying 
the cost of improvements and ex- 
tent ions to said combined system, 
said ordinance adopted by the Pres- 
ident and Board of Trustees of said 
Village on June 3, 1947, under au- 
thority of the Revised Cities and 
Villages Act and all laws amenda- 
tory thereof and supplementary 
thereto: and 

WHEREAS, the construction of 
said improvements and extensions 
provided for in and by the ordin- 
ance authorizing the issuance of 
Thirty-Two Thousand Dollars ($32,- 
000) Waterworks and Sewerage 
Revenue Bonds adopted by the 
President and Board of Trustees 
on June 3, 1947, have been com- 
pleted according to the plans and 
specifications therefor; and. 

WHEREAS, in and by Section 11 
of the ordinance hereinabove re- 
ferred to, said Village has Coven- 
anted not to issue additional bonds 
unless the earnings of the combined 
system meet the requirements set 
forth in said Section 11; and 

WHEREAS, the earnings or the 
combined waterworks and sew era Re 
system or the Village of Antioch, 
Lake County, Illinois, for the fiscal 
year beginning May 1, 1951 and 
ending April 30, 1952 are sufficient 
to comply with Section 11 of said 
ordinance adopted by the Presi- 
dent and Board of Trustees of said 
Village on June 3, 1947 and permit 
the issuance of the Waterworks 
and Sewerage Revenue Bonds of 
said Village hereinafter provided 
for within the restrictive provisions 
contained in said Section 11 of said 
ordinance above rererred to; and 
WHEREAS, it Is necessary and 
imperative that the combined wat- 
erworks and sewerage system ol 
said village be improved and ex- 
tended by the construction and in- 
stallation or a new well, pump and 
pump house and by the construction 
and extension of water mains, and 
sewer mains and a lift station to- 
gether with all appurtenances and 
connections necessary to integrate 
said improvements and extensions 
with the existing combined water- 
works and sewerage system all 
more fully set forth in itemized de- 
tail in the plans, files, maps and 
specifications now on file for pub- 
lic inspection in the office of the 
Village Clerk of this Village; and 

WHEREAS, the total estimated 
cost of constructing such improve- 
ments, as prepared by the engineer 
for said Village employed for that 
purpose, is the sum of Forty-Five 
Thousand Dollars (545,000), and 
said Village does not have sufficient 
funds available therefor, and it will 
be necessary for said Village to 
borrow money and issue bonds in 
evidence thereof; and 

WHEREAS, under the provisions 
of the Revised Cities and Villages 
Act, as amended, and all other laws 
thereunto enabling said Village is 
authorised to issue Waterworks and 
Sewerage Revenue Bonds for the 
purpose of paying the cost of such 
improvements; 

NOW. THEREFORE, Be It Or- 
dained by the President and Board 
of Trustees of the Village of An- 
tioch, Lake County, Illinois, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. That the Village of 
Antioch, Lake County, Illinois, has 
heretofore and does hereby deter- 
mine that the municipally owned 
waterworks system and sewerage 
system of said Village be combined 
and maintained and operated to- 
gether as a combined waterworks 
and sewerage system of said Vil- 
lage, that said combined system 
shall include the entire waterworks 
and sewerage system of said Vil- 
lage and all improvements thereto 
and extensions thereof. 

Section 2. That said Village of 
Antioch has caused an estimate of 
the cost of so improving and ex- 
tending the combined waterworks 
and sewerage system of said village, 
consisting of the construction of the 
improvements and extensions here- 
inabove in the preamble of thin 
ordinance described and set forth, 
together with all necessary appur- 
tenances and connections used or 
useful in connection with the public 
convenience thereof, and has here- 
tofore determined, and does hereby 
determine that the total estimated 
cost thereof os furnished by the en- 
gineer employed by the Village for 
that purpose is the sum of Forty- 
Five Thousand Dollars ($45,000). 

Section 3. That said Village does 
hereby determine the period of use- 
fulness of such combined water- 
works and sewerage system and 
said improvements and extensions, 
as aforesaid, to be made thereto to 
be forty (40) years. 

Section 4. That said Village does 
not have sufficient funds available 
for the purpose or paying the cosl 
of constructing such improve- 
ments and extensions, and it will 
require the issue by said Village of 
its Forty-Five Thousand Dollars 



($45,000) Waterworks and Sewerage 
Revenue bonds to secure funds for 
such construction costs, as recited 
in the preamble to this ordinance, 

Section 5. That for the purpose 
of defraying the cost of making 
such improvements and extensions 
there be issued and sold revenue 
bonds of said Village to be desig- 
nated "Waterworks and Sewerage 
Revenue Bonds," In the principal 
amount of Forty-Five Thousand 
Dollars ($45,000), which bonds shall 
bear date of April 1, 1953, be of 
the denomination of $1,000 each, bo 
numbered consecutively from 1 
through 45, that said bonds shall 
bear Interest at the rate of Four 
Per Cent (4%) per annum from 
date thereof until paid, payabtc 
November 1, 1953, and semi-annual- 
ly thereafter on the first days of 
May and November in each year, 
and shall mature (subject to the 
right of said Village to call bonds 
numbered 16 through 45 for prior 
redemption as hereinafter provided) 
in numerical order on the first day 
of May in each of the years and 
in amounts as follows: 

$3,000—1959 through 1973. 

The Village of Antioch reserves 
the right to call and redeem bonds 
numbered 16 through 45 in their 
inverse numerical order prior to 
maturity at par and accrued inter- 
est on May 1, 1963 and upon any 
interest payment date thereafter, 
upon notice in each Instance speci- 
fying the number of the bond and 
dale of redemption, given by regis- 
tered mall to the holder, If known, 
and as to any unknown holder such 
notice shall be published once in a 
newspaper of general daily circu- 
lation printed and published In the 
City of Chicago and shall be filed 
at the place of payment of principal 
and interest. The mailing or such 
notice shall be at least fifteen (15) 
days preceding such redemption 
date. The publication and filing 
of such notice shall be at least thir- 
ty (30) days preceding such re- 
demption date, and when such 
bonds shall have been called for 
redemption and payment made or 
provided for, interest thereon shall 
cease from and after the date so 
specified. 

Section 6. That both orincipal of 
| and interest upon said Waterworks 
; and Sewerage Revenue Bonds shall 
be payable In lawful money of the 
United States of America at The 
First National Bank of Chicago in 
I the City of Chicago, Illinois. Said 
[ bonds shall be signed by the Presi- 
dent, sealed with the corporate seal 
of said Village, and attested by the 
Village Clerk, and the Interest cou- 
pons attached to said bonds shall 
be executed by the fac-stmtle sig- 
natures of said President and said 
Village Clerk, and said officials, by 
the execution or said bonds, shnll 
adopt as and ror their own proper 
signatures their respective facsim- 
ile signatures appearing on said 
coupons. 

Said bonds, together with inter- 
est thereon, shall be payable solely 
from the revenues derived from the 
combined waterworks and sewer- 
age system of said Village, and such 
bonds shall not in any event con- 
stitute an indebtedness of said Vil- 
lage within the meaning of ■ any 
constitutional or statutory provision 
or any constitutional or statutory 
limitation, 

Any of said bonds may be regis- 
tered at the option of the holder 
os to principal only, at any time 
prior to maturity, in the name of 
the holder, on the books of said 
Village in the office of the Village 
Treasurer, such registration to be 
noted on the reverse side of the 
bonds by the Village Treosurer, and 
thereafter the principal of such 
registered bonds shall be payable 
only to the registered holder, his 
legal representatives or assigns. 
Such registered bonds may be trans- 
ferable to another registered holder 
or back to bearer only upon pre- 
sentation to the Village Treasurer, 
with a legal assignment duly ac- 
knowledged or approved. Regis- 
tration of any of such bonds shall 
not affect the negotiability of the 
coupons thereto attached, and such 
coupons shall be transferable by de- 
livery merely. 

Section 7. That said bonds and 
coupons attached thereto shall be 
in substantially the following form:
